On two occasions Mr. Kellogg inter­ 
ceded

Tellez here, while Ambassador Shef-. 
field tendered his good offices in Mex i­ 
co City . 
In both negotiations, however, the 
American officials made it clear that 
they recognized Mex ico’s right to ad ­ 
minister her own 
laws as she saw it. 
It also was recognized that the fact 
that Monsignor Caruana is an Ameri­ 
can citizen did not entitle him to pre­ 
ferential treatm ent, and under the cir­ 
cumstances, state department officials 
feel they have done every thing pos­ 
sible for him. 
Representative John Boy lan, New 
York, Democrat, in a statement urged 
withdrawal of the American Ambassa­ 
dor at Mex ico City . 
He said it was 
“common knowledge that, inspired by 
Mex ico’s success in flounting our gov­ 
ernment, the Latin-American republic 
now hold us in low esteem.” 
The Tacna-Arica 
dispute, “as well 
as other incidents make clear,” ho said 
“that our leadership, moral and po­ 
litical in the western hemisphere has 
disappeared.”

Nuncio to Mex ico, who has been ex ­ 
pelled from the country , so far is pro­ 
ceeding safely to Laredo, Tex as, on 
his way to Washington, according to 
word reaching the United States Em ­ 
bassy at Mex ico City . 
In the absence of instructions from 
the department of state, the embassy 
has declined to discuss the affair.
